A HUMILIATING REFLECTION. 

It is humiliating to think that after 
more than a century of national exis- 
tence we must depend upou the right 
of petition iustcad of relying upon the 
right to legislate. If any part of our 
industiial depression is due to the 
gold standard, then it is certain that 
to that extent the depression will con- 
tinue unless "ihe other great commer- 
cial powers of ihe world" join ua in 
restoring bimetallism.

His reference to "arrangements" 
which are "temporary in their na- 
ture" and his anxiety to relieve the 
Government from ' necessity of main- 
taining so large a gold reserve" are 
familiar phrases to those who have 
watched the effort which the national 
bankers have made to secure tbe right 
sue all Ihe paper currency of tbe 
country. The com mission is a favor- 
ite scheme of the financiers, but a 
commission cannot settle so impor- 
tant a question as that now before, 
the people. 

If a commission is appointed each- 
member will have a fixed opinion be- 
fore he enters upon the work, and 
each;Senator and Member of Congresa 
will vote his own opinion, without re- 
gardjto the report of the commission . 

Shall we have bank paper or Gov- 
ernment paper? That is the question 
suggested, but not directly asked. 

That question must be settled by 
the people through their elected repre- 
sentatives, and commissions will have 
but little effect.

Physicians and specialists on nervous 
troubles are treating numerous cases of 
extreme Insomnia and nervousness in 
young women without disclosing to 
them that their condition is the result 
of practicing the now vice of smoking 
tea cigarettes.

lus produces strango intellectual activ- 
ity. 

After a couple of green ten cigarettes 
a poem, for instuncc, will almost write 
itself, I am told by one of my literary 
patieuts. The effect of the tea cigarette, 
while stimulating to the brain and its 
flow of thought, acts as a pure scdativo 
to the rest of the body, quieting restless- 
ness, uneasiness or actual paiu. Tho 
after effects are bad if they have not 
been worked off by unusual mental 
work. 

"At some houses green tea cigarettes 
are handed around after dinner, and I 
know three actresses of considerable 
reputation who give tea smoking parties 
twice a week. One woman, to break off 
this habit, on which she has expended 
nearly $10 a week, has lately volun- 
tarily placed herself under private re- 
straint. Sho had concealed her habit 
from her husband by using an artfully 
contrived ciguretto case. It resembled a 
bunch of keys, each key containing one 
cigarette. 

"So much has the habit spread that 
several tobacconists and druggists are 
keeping tea cigarettes in stock for regu- 
lar customers. The active chemical prep- 
aration of tea is theine, just as caffeine 
is of coffee and nicotine of tobacco. 
When theine is administered to a frog 
or a small animal, it is found that it 
chiefly influences sensations which caf- 
feine or coffee does not. In larger doses 
theine produces spontaneous spasms or 
convulsions,

OSTRICH HUNTING. 

Profitable Sport That la Making the At- 
ri.a.i Hint* Scarce. 

An ostrich chaao is very attractive 
8])ort, or rather tho sale of booty is so 
great as to attract hunters. The Arab* 
give themselves, to it with a real passion. 

Mounted on their fine little hordes, they 
try as much as possible to fatigue tho 
ostrich, for as it is 8 feet high and has 
very strong legs it possesse s a quicknesi 
of movement which the best horse can- 
not attaiu. It baa great endurance. 
Overtaken by the hunter, it seeks to de- 
fend itself with its feet and wings, but 
more often it still strives to escape by 
night, nttering a plaintive cry. In fact, 
the ostrich is deprived of the power of 
flight by reason of its great size. The 
muscular force with which nature has 
endowed it is not equal to lifting such 
a weight It* peculiar organization has 
made it the courier of the desert, where 
it is able to quickly traverse the almost 
limitless expanse. 

The Arab knows very well that It is 
the habit of the ostrich to make great 
— s about its nest in a circle. Bit 
it, then, without ceasing until it 
is almost there, when, worn out, it suc- 
cumbs, concealing its bead in the sand 
in order not to see its enemy, or in- 
stinctively hoping to escape a danger 
which It cannot see any more. This 
chase requires eight or ten hours, hut it 
offers large rewards. The plumes are 
worth a considerable sum, the skin 
makes good leather, and the Arabs aro 
very fond of the flesh. Besides, in spite 
of the fact that it reproduces its species 
rapidly, the ostrich is all the time be- 
coming rarer, and it is hunted for ex- 
port and domestication in other coun- 
tries. It is one of Africa's great re- 
sources and may become a new sonrce 
of prosperity to Algerians if they are 
williDg to make the effort. The point of 
the popular saying, "the stomach of an 
ostrich, " has been confirmed recently b 
an autopsy on one, doubtless for a tiui 
euptive, when tho following was found 
in ita stomach: A parasol handle, two 
keys, two great pieces of coal, a glove, 
a handkerchief, a pair of eyeglasses, a 
ring, a comb, three large rocks, the necks 
of two beer bottles, the sole of a shoe, a 
boll and a little hiirinonicon.— Pax;' " 
lustre.

The Inuuit race of people, commonly 
and also corruptly culled Eskimos, occu- 
py almost the entire .oust line of Alaska, 
with the numerous outlying islands 
from the boundary line westward along 
the nrctic coast to Bering strait; thence 
southward to the Alaskan peninsula, 
over the peninsula and the Aleutian is- 
lands, and eastward and southward along 
the coast to Mount St. Elias, with tbe 
exception of a comparatively small ter- 
ritory at Cook's inlet, and i.lso at the 
mouth of Copper river, at which points 
the Tinneh tribe of Indians from the 
interior have forced their way to the 
coast Living constantly on or near the 
sea, they from infancy have not the 
slightest fear of the dangers of tho deep, 
and at an early age become bold navi- 
gators and skilled fishermen and sea 
hunters. 

The word "innuit" in their native 
tongue signifies people, and as such is 
used by them to designate those of their 
own race as our people. "Eskimo" is a 
word of reproach and has beeu given 
them by their neighbors, the term mean-, 
ing "raw fish eaters." The Innuits of 
Alaska are physically much superior to 
those inhabiting the eastern side of the 
continent, In Greenland and Labrador. 
They aro all of the same race and speak 
a common language through each local- 
ity, and often each village from tho At- 
lantic to the Pacific will possess a dia- 
lect distinctively its own. Those of our 
territory are tall and muscular, not a 
few of them being 6 feet in height 
They have small, black eyes, high cheek 
bones, largo mouths, thick lips, coarse 
brown hair and fresh, yellow complex- 
ions. In many instances men will be 
seen with a full beard and mustache, 
and in some particular families their 
manly beauty is further enhauoed by 
wearing a labret below each corner of 
the mouth in a hole cut through the 
lower lip for the purpose. They are a 
good natnred people, always mailing 
when spoken to, and are fond of danc- 
ing, running, jumping and all athletic 
Bports.— Alaska News.

Sermon by Rev. E. E. Bomar at 
the First Baptist Chnrch, 
Aiken, S. C.

, Rev. Edward E. Bomar, of the 
./'First Baptist Church, Aiken, S. C, 
created a sensation by his vigorous 
sermon on observance of ihe Sabbath 
some time since. His words were di- 
rected especially against the sports 
and pastimes indulged in on the 
bath day, by the winter sojou 
hare. Following it the sermon : 

Text : "The Sabbath was made for 
man."— Mark 2: 27. 

I need do more than call attention 
to the text. The Almighty, when He 
had finished Hie work of creation, set 
us the example of resting on the 7th 
day from all His labors. Wherefore, 
the Lord blessed the day and hallow- 
ed it. When He spoke to His chosen 
people, He gave the law again in the 
head of the Commendment; "Six 
days shalt thou labor and do all thy 
work, but the seventh is the Sabbath 
Of the Lord thy God; In I', 
thou shall do no work, 
etc. Ami our Lord, meeting 
the petty exactions of the Jews said : 
'The Sabbath was made for man, and 
not man for the Sabbath ."God in His 
wisdom and goodness gave us this or- 
dinance and we are to keep it. It is 
positively binding on the Christian. 
If be follows Jesus he must keep the 
a. Sabbath of the Lord God. Reverence 
' fear, love and holiness without which 
none can see God, are hindered and 
often rendered an impossibility by 
neglect and disregard of this com- 
mandment. 

The laws of a land which recognize 
pyjHglous distinction have yet un- 
^BniUiously recognized this day. 

All Christian lands set apart one 
day, by law, in which there Bhall be 
no labor, and which shall be regarded 
as sacred to the Lord : 
1 I appear before you tonight to plead 
for the observance of the Lord's day 
by the Lord's people and for the en- 
forcement of the laws regulating the 
civil Sunday, or day of rest. There is 
A difference between the Christian 
Sabbath and the civil Sabbath.though 
'both occur on the same day. The 
Christian Sabbath rests upon the 
Bible; the civil Sabbath upon the 
laws of the land : The one is a relig- 
ions institution; the other an institu- 
tion designed to protect the public and 
aid in the establishment and main- 
tenance of good government . I come 
as a minister of the gospel to plead 
for these two things. I do not forget 
that I am a preacher. It is as a 
-f* 'preacher I speak, because the duties 
of the pulpit are many and this is one. 
What I shall say is with malice to- 
wards none and charity to all ; and 
■aid in fear of God, keeping constant- 
ly in mind the injunction of our Sa- 
vior. "The Sabbath was made for 
man and not man for the Sabbath." 
However strongly I may speak, I have 
nothing of sectarian or sectional bit- 
terness and nothing bat love and good 
p% Will for my fellow men. 



Sunday by Christian people, and even 
the Sunday excursion. We see a 
a spasmodic, occasionally, irregular 
attendance on the home of the Lord, 
but little real reverence for ihe day. 
No wonder the Japanese said he saw 
so little Christianity in a Christian' 
land. Christian people aronse vour 
consciences. Quit these things. Many 
observe the day strictly and are happy 
of it. Even the president of one of 
our railroads, a man who makes no 
profession of Christianity, refuses to 
open his mall on the Lord's day, for 
he wants the rest. Surely Christian 
people can refrain on that day. I do 
not ask for the return of the Puritan 
Sabbath, when the strong arm of the 
law was used to enforce religious ob- 
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rigors such as Dr. John- 
*ou complains of when 
mother kept him in all day and made 
him read "The Whole Duty of Man 
not that you shall make that day a 
day of tasting, but I ask that you shall 
deny yourself aud seek to use the day 
in the wav that God commands; that 
you shall not use it for pleasure, or 
convenience, or in idle laziness, but in 
the fear of God. 

The civil Sabbath is established by 
the laws of the land . It is founded 
upon the desire to make possible the 
best citizenship. It is not a teligious 
institution, but is intended to help 
to make people better and incidentally 
to aid their religion without patron- 
izing it. 

According to the laws of this State the police power of this State, 
as found in the statutes and decisions, 
o r such men as Judges O'Neal, Ward- 



Let us then look at fhe principles 
upon which the civil Sabbath tosts, 
especially In tho point of amusements. 
It may be said that the laws are in- 
tended te make the dav one of rest 
and recreation, and hence that amuse- 
ments that are not harmful are unob- 
jectionable. This is the strongest ar- 
gument and I shall endeavor to meet 
5 t. 

As a fact this is not true of the laws 
of this State. They prohibit all pub- 
lic games and make the penalty se- 
vere. The last Legislature passed 
upon tbe subject with special refer- 
ence to this very evil. The policy of 
this State is to observe sacb day not 
only as a day of rest, but as a holy 
day. The peace and quiet of the 
day is guarded. No liquor is sold on 
that day ; no public games are permit- 
ted ; no bad conduct is allowed; no 
sales are permitted except in cases of 
necessity. In a word the feeling oi 
this State is to make the day a quiet 
one. The State docs not confine it- 
self to mere prohibitory legislation, 
but seeks to make it possible and 
even to induce its citizens to seek the 
highest morality in the worship of 
God . As Judge O'Neal said in the 
city council versus Benjamin this is, 
in fact, a Christian government aud 
tbe final appeal on all questions of 
morality is to the teachings of God' 
word. "What else," said he* "is there 
to appeal to?' 

Public sports tend to meddle witb 
the public order because it threatens

Sunday 
excursions are becoming quite com- 
mon and they are in clear violation of 
the laws of the land. 

The law, it is said, is inoperative . 
VVhv ? Because of the inconsistency 
of christians and in the looseness and in 
difference of public sentiment. I want 
to arouse public sentiment. I do no' 
know that I shall be able to stop these 
practice, but I shall do all I can to 
cause them to cease. 1 am a citizen, 
an attorney at law, as well as preacher 
big Sunday papers, j aud if necessary I am prepared to ex- 
onjercise my rights for the public good. 



but preven triots. In the exercise of 
this power it permits the selling of 
liquor six days but prohibits it on 
Sunday. It permits circuses, etc., for 
six days, but prohibits them on the 
seventh. 

Who does not know that to permit 
public sports on the Lord's day 
oourages license, crowds and drunk- 
enesst Why? for the reason that 
people on that day are released from 
their ordinary avocation. And satan 
finds mischief for idle hands to do. 
Let the racing practice continue on 
Sunday and you will soon have tbe 
races. Permit the racing and you 
will soon have public brawls. To say 
the least these things endanger the 
poace of society, Even if there shall 
be no brawls, there will certainly be 
gaming. Even now it is currently re- 
ported that match games have been 
played on the Golf grounds on the 
Sabbath. 

Because indulgence in such sports 
strikes against the best citizenship. 
The laws of the State, in one aspect, 
are intended to cultivate the best citi- 
zenship. For this reason school and 
church property is exempt from taxa- 
tion. Schools like the Citadel, Clem- 
son, S. C, College, and Wlnthrope are 
established; common schools aro 
nourished all over the land. Upon 
what ground ? Upon the ground that 
it is the duty of the State to help to 
make good citizens. Shall we, then, 
pull down as fast as we build up ?

Executive Mansion to his r 
home at Mount Vernon at the age of 
sixty-five years, 

President John Adams arose before 
d«wn on the morning of the fourth of 
March, 1801, and set out. in his coach 
for home in Massachusetts, where he 
spent the remainder of his life ii 
peaceful and happy seclusion, devot- 
ing himself to literary research and 
correspondence with his friends, no- 
tably Thomas Jefferson. He was 
ty-five years old at his retirement, 
and he lived not only to see his oldest 
Piesiaent, but to reach the great- 
est age of all the ex-Presidents. 
Jefferson retired to Monteavalle 
ie age of sixtv-tix after forty years of 
continuous service, so ''seriously 
poverished," as the chronicles have it, 
' that he was not sure of being allow- 
ed to leave Washington without be- 
ing arrested by his creditors." 

Madison , at ths close of his second 
term, was sixty-six \oars old. 
spent the rest of his days with his 
books and friends. ff 

President Monroe, when he retired 
from the White House on March 4, 
1825. at sixty-seven years of age, wen 
to his modeU home at Oak Hill, Lou 
den county, Virginia. There he ac- 
cepted an election to the office of local 
magistrate. 

The Junior Adams left the Execu- 
tlve Mansion for retirement to be soon 
broken by his return to Washington 
as a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, five vears laler, in 1831. 
Ill 1848, in the Capitol, he died In the 
harness, aged 81 years and the oldest 
member of the House. 

"Old Hickory" rode down the aven- 
ue on the fourth of March, 1837, the 
weather *>eing remarkably pleasant, 
bv the side of his successor, iu a 
handsome phaeton made of wood from 
the historic frigate, Constitution. The 
vehicle was a present from the Demo- 
crats of New York. After the inau- 
gural ceremonies he repaired at once 
to his Hermitage retreat, near Nash- 
ville, Tenn, He died iu 1845, at the 



age* of 78, just sevon yaars after leav- 
ing the White House. 

Preiidonf Van Buren retired in 
1841 to the shades of Lindcnwald, 
beautiful country seat In his native 
county, Columbia, N. Y. He spent 
the rest of his days in the singular en- 
joyment of the reflection that the veto 
irer beeu exercised by him 
while President. 

The first Harrison lived just one 
month after his inauguration . He 
had called an extra session on the 17 
of March, f841, but did not live to 
the day set . 

President Tyler retired to his Vir- 
ginia home March 4. 1845, at the age 
of fifty-five. He remained ir 
nient until the beginning of the civil 
war, when he bacame a member of 
he Confederate Coagress, and die 
1802 

President Polk retired to his horr. 
at Nashville, but survived only a few 
months, dying in 1840, aged fifty-four 
years. 

President Taylor died at the Execu- 
tive Mansion in 1850, aud Fillmore, 
ho succeeded him, retired in 1853 to 
his home in Buflalo, N. Y.. and in 
1856 was the defeated nominee for 
President of the National American 
party. Ho died in 1874, aged seven- 
ty-four years. 

President Pierce, after the 4th of 
March, 1857, retired to his home ai 
Concord, New Hampshire, where he 
died in 1869. aged sixty-five vears. 

President Buchanan retired from 
the Chief Executive office in 1861 t 
e near Lancaster, Pa., and fo

President Arthur went from official 
life at the White House in 188J 
New York City, where he reau 
the p-actice of his profession, the 
but was suddenly called by <1 
from a busy career not long after 
successor, Mr. Cleveland, enti 
upon his duties. 

President Harrison laid aside exec- 
utive cares aud responsibilities iu 
1893 and resumed the practice of his 
profession, the law, at Iudianapolii 
Ind. The interest in him, which he 
elicited anew by marrying his de- 
ceased wife's niece he has recently 
much quickened by becoming in the 
sixty-fourth year of his age the father 
of a healthy baby girl.

Commonwealth, hereby convene the 
General Assembly aforesaid at Frank- 
fort, the seat of government, where it 
will meet on March, 13, 1897, 
tinne in session as much as sixty 
da vs.
